Those  Princetonians  who  have  ever  hoped  and 
prayed  that  tomorrow  will  be  better,  who  in  their 
trouble-darkened  moments  have  felt  the  need  for 
turning  to  some  one  for  help,  for  understanding, 
for  reassurance. 

Becau.se  Christmas  is  a  season  for  inner  as  well 
as  for  outer  joy,  and  because  Christmas  is  a  time 
when  men  and  women  seem  by  one  consent  to  open 
their  hearts  to  others,  TOWN  TOPICS  presents  the 
following  facts  for  the  consideration  of  all  of  Prince- 
ton. 

There  is  on  the  fringes  of  our  community  a  won- 
derfully devoted  couple — a  grandmother  approach- 
ing 60  and  her  15-year  old  granddaughter,  who  are 
fighting,  and  fightihg  desperately,  to  remain  to- 
gether. The  child,  a  refugee  from  unthinking  par- 
ents who  have  seen  her  only  occasionally  since  she 
was  an  infant,  is  asking  for  time,  enough  time  so 
that  "I  can  finish  school  and  take  care  of  'Mum'." 
The  woman,  to  whom  tears  come  often  and  sleep 
comes  hard,  works  12-to-15  hours  a  day  and  worries 
about  "what  will  happen  to  Dolly  if  anything  hap- 
pens to  me.'" 

Shortly  after  World  War  11  the  family  numbered 
three  but  suddenly  Mr.  S.,  a  skilled  mason,  was  laid 
low  by  a  series  of  heart  attacks.  Lingering  illness 
ate  up  his  savings;  after  death,  insurance  benefits 
amounted  to  several  hundred  dollars.  Mrs.  S.,  in 
uncertain  health  for  some  years  and  dependent  on 
her  husband  in  all  things,  was  faced  with  the  re- 
sponsibility of  providing  for  herself  and  Dolly. 

Intensely  proud  of  the  fact  that  "Mr.  S.  and  I 
never  asked  for  credit  and  always  paid  our  bills." 
the  widow  struck  out  on  her  own  by  taking  in 
laundry  and  "boarding"  young  children.  Things, 
however,   went   from    bad   to   worse   and   she   was 


.sinking  deeper  and  deeper  into  the  rut  of  despair, 
when  social  workers,  at  the  suggestion  of  a  former 
neighbor,  stepped  into  the  picture.  They  supple- 
mented her  meager  earnings  and  helped  her  gain 
recognition  as  a  "boai-ding-mother."  In  her  late  50's 
she  had  a  livelihood,  doing  everything  for  as  many 
as  five  babies,  with  Dolly  helping  in  the  mornings 
before  school  and  again  in  the  afternoons  and  eve- 
nings. 

Now — in  December,  1950 — Mrs.  S.  and  Dolly  are 
threatened  with  eviction  from  the  frame  dwelling 
that  permits  them  to  eke  out  their  marginal,  exis- 
tence together.  The  grandmother's  hearing  is  fad- 
ing, the  hours  of  washing  "take  more  out  of  her," 
she  needs  relief  from  unending  worry.  While  it  is 
essential  for  Dolly  to  haXje  something  more  than 
the  two  cotton  dresses  and  one  pair  of  shoes  she 
now  owns,  and  while  Mrs.  S.  should  buy  a  second 
pair  of  shoes  and  another  dress,  it  is  infinitely  more 
important  for  them  to  know  that  others  are  stand- 
ing at  their  side  and  that  Christmas— even  in  a 
world  racked  by  doubt— is  not  just  another  dreary 
day.  ,

The  Caissons  Come  Rolling.  In- 
dication of  the  first  major  change 
to  be  wrought  in  the  Princeton 
area  by  the  war  came  this"  week 
with  reported  purchase  by  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  800-acre  tract  of 
the  Rockefeller  Institute  on  U.  S. 
Route  1.  In  broad  terms,  it  is  ex- 
pected that  the  location  will  be 
used  for  an  Aimy  Quartermaster 
Corps  research  laboratory  operat- 
mg  under  an  annual  budget  of 
$6,000,000. 

Initial  (and  unofficial)  as"pecls 
of  the  project  list  a  payroll  of 
some  600  persons,  which  would  in 
turn  a<ld  to  the  population  of  the 
greater  Princeton  area  by  some 
1,500  men,  women  and  children. 
Said  to  be  part  of  the  government's 
plans  Is  a  400-unil  housing  project, 
to  go  east  of  the  superhighway  on 
pai-t  of  the  huge  tract  which  the 
Rockefeller  interests  first  acquired 
for  medical  research  in  1914. 

Sale  price  of  tlie  land  and  build- 
ings' (used  for  animal  and  plant 
pathology  until  the  entire  project 
was  consolidated  with  Rockefeller's 
New  York  research  facilities  earliei- 
this  year)  is  a  reported  $1,500,000. 
While  many  of  the  units  already 
standing  will  be  utilized,  it  has 
been  announced  that  the  -world'f 
largest  climatic  chamber  is  plan- 
ned for  the  site. 

Projects  contemplated  are  be- 
lieved to  include  tests  of  resistance 
to  below-zero  temperatures,  con- 
ducted in  specially-built  "freezing 
chambers."  In  this  connection  a 
thorough  check  is  being  made  of 
the  water  supply  provided  by  the 
nearby      Delaware      and      Raritan 

Should  the  project  be  completed 
as  outlined,  its  presence— ^and  its 
population— would  be  keenly  felt 
in  thi"  Piinceton  area.  Among  the 
benelits  to  be  derived  will  be  the 
additional  purchasing  power  of 
some  400  families  who  might  well 
be  induced  to  make  Princeton  their 
shopping  center.
